GENERAL    ORDERS, 
No.  80. 

I.  Hereafter  no  leaves  of  absence  to  Officers,  or  furloughs  to 
enlisted  men  will  be  granted  in  this  Department,  except  in  most 
extreme  and  urgent  cases,  and  upon  Surgeon's  Certificate  of  Disa- 
bility, plainly  showing  a  change  of  climate,  water,  diet,  etc.,  abso- 
lutely essential  to  theveofcvery  of  the  applicant. 

II.  All  leaves  of  absence  granted  to  Officers  upon  Surgeon's 
Certificates  of  Disability  are  hereby  revoked,  and  all  Officers  thus 
absent  will  return  immediately  to  their  commands,  and  report  to 
Surgeon  F.  A.  Ramsey,  Medical  Director  of  this  Department,  for 
Hospital  treatment. 

Commanders  of  Regiments,  Battalions,  and  detached  Compa- 
nies are  ordered  to  notify  Officers,  thus  absent  from  their  com- 
mands, to  return  and  report  as  directed  above. 

III.  Attention  is  called  to  the  following  order  from  the  Secre- 
tary of  War  : 

'Officers  of  the  Army  who  are  dropped  from  the  rolls,  cash- 
iered by  Court  Maitials,  or  whose  resignations  are  accepted,  and 
who  may  thus  become  liable  to  military  duty  under  the  Con- 
scription acts,  will,  when  present  be  at  once  enrolled  by  their  res- 
pective Brigade  Commanders.  When  not  so  present,  their  names 
will  be  furnished  by  their  commanding  Officers  to  the  proper  En- 
rolling Officer  of  the  District  to  which  they  belong,  or  in  which 
they  reside;  provided,  that  any  Officer  so  liable  to  enrollment  may 
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select  in  his  former  command,  any  company  from  hiBOwn  State,  in 
which  to  be  enrolled."
